When  4 to  5 inches  tall, 
thin  carefully  to  one  single  stalk.  Pull  sprouts 
to  one  side  to  prevent  pulling  tuber  out  of  the 
ground.

Small  bulbs  3 to  4 inches  deep  6 inches 
apart  in  double  rows  so  they  will  support  each 
other.  Glaadiolus  when  in  bloom  present  a 
very  nice  appearance  and  flowers  in  a vase 
will  last  from  one  to  two  weeks  if  water  is 
changed  often.  Take  up  bulbs  before  freez- 
ing weather  and  put  them  in  a dry  place  where 
they  won’t  freeze.
